Southern 

Comfort 

Sleepy hollow? Not anymore 
— Dunedin is buzzing with new 
life. And some of it’s quite wild.

S nuggled 
around its 
harbour and 
hills in the 
deep south of New 
Zealand, Dunedin once 
seemed content to 
let near-neighbour 
Queenstown lure 
tourists, thrillseekers 
and party people. 

Scots and scarfies 
were the city's image 
— the Presbyterian 
settlers who gave 
Otago's provincial 
capital a somewhat 
staid reputation, and 
students of the nation's 
oldest campus, who 
teetered in the other 
direction. But, surprise: 
it turns out Dunedin 
was an excitement 
waiting to happen. 

Today's visitors 
gape at street art 
by world-renowned 
artists, eatinonce- 
rundown industrial 


buildings transformed 
into cafes, restaurants 
and bars, and gaze at 
rare wildlife on shores 
just a few minutes' 
drive from the centre. 

It might be a shock 
to those who think of 
Auckland as the go- 
getting heartbeat of 
Aotearoa, but Dunedin 
has been the country's 
largest and richest 
city for much of the 
past 150 years. That's 
evidenced in its lavish 
architecture — stately 
buildings that housed 
councils, churches 
and colleges and 
headquartered banks, 
barristers and business. 

Pumped by the 
Otago gold rush of 
the 1860s, fuelled by 
meat and wool grown 
on the South Island's 
vast sheep stations 
and exported via Port 
Chalmers, this was

where the wealth 
of New Zealand was 
created. It wasn't 
all work and no play, 
though — the 'wharfies' 
who unloaded and 
loaded ships at the 
docks kept the city's 
many downtown pubs 
busy. Thousands of 
students — known as 
'scarfies' for their habit 
of wearing scarves in 
Otago's blue and gold 
colours during chilly 
winters — added an 
alternative side. 

During the 1980s 
the 'Dunedin sound' 
conquered the music 
world with lo-fi 
production,jingly- 
jangly guitars and 


obscure lyrics of The 
Clean, The Chills and 
Toy Love. Design, too: 
the city has had its 
own fashion week for 
two decades and is 
home to internationally 
renowned labels such 
as NOM*d, Company 
of Strangers and Mild- 
Red, available from 
boutiques around the 
central plaza, known 
as the Octagon. A 
browser's paradise, 
Dunedin does not 
really do malls. 

As the northern 
cities grew, Dunedin 
seemed happy to keep 
its secrets to itself. But 
in the past few years, 
two highly inspirational 


initiatives sprouted. 
They quickly took root, 
and the place will never 
be the same again. 

First, an advertising 
agency commissioned 
a giant artwork for the 
outer wall of its office. 
The image of atuatara, 
New Zealand's living 
dinosaur, drew so much 
attention, street art 
enthusiasts, building 
owners and the council 
requested more. +* 
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ON THE RADAR 


Now, there are almost 
30 murals, and the 
Street Art Trail is an 
international drawcard. 

Entrepreneurs 
and the council also 
helped to champion 
the revival of the 
Warehouse Precinct 
— once the hub of 
Dunedin's commercial 
and industrial life but 
lying idle and decaying 
for almost 50 years. 
Cafes, restaurants, 
bars, IT professionals, 
artisan producers and 
designers moved in. 

The Chief Post Office, 
empty for decades, 
has been refurbished 
as an elegant, 
upmarket hotel. And 
The Terminus has a 
new lease on life as 
apartments upstairs, 
and both the city's top 
restaurant. Moiety, and 
a winery downstairs.

From breakfast until 
late, the Warehouse 
Precinct is Dunedin 
at its best. To get the 
feel of the place, start 
your day at Vogel St 
Kitchen, housed inside 
a once-derelict printing

house. Precinct Food 
also embraces its 
industrial heritage, set 
against a modern vibe 
and daily-changing 
menu.

willingness to try things 
you might not ordinarily 
prefer.

Scottish heritage lives 
on at Albar whisky bar, 
where you can enjoy 
haggis and Celtic 
tunes. The bar is also 
the taste-tester for 
Dunedin's iconic beer, 
Emerson's, with new 
brews always launched 
here. Among the craft 
breweries springing 
up, the most lauded 
is New New New 
Corporation. And at 
Urbn Vino, Brendan 
Seals 'imports' grapes 
from Central Otago for 
his pinot gris and noir.

Clink your glasses to a bold new 
breed of upscale homegrown drops.

I t's hard to put the 
words luxury'and 
'Australia' into the same 
sentence," quips high- 
profile US-based sommelier 
Richard Hargreave. "There's 
fine wine, no doubt, extreme 
high quality and diversity, 
but luxury just seems to 
go against the grain of the 
laid-back Australian way." 

Hargreave works within 
world-renowned chef David 
Chang's Momofuku group 
of restaurants. Trading in 
Sydney's Momofuku Seiobo for 
various New York Momofuku 
restaurants, he deep-dived into 
the world of ultra-high-end 
consumers. Currently he leads 
the achingly hip Momofuku 
Majordomo in Los Angeles. 

And between Wall Street 


prestigious (think Krug, Cristal, 
Dom Perignon, as examples), 
readily fit into the luxury wine 
arena, while the top drops of 
French wine regions Bordeaux 
and Burgundy slot in alongside 
them. Single malt whisky out 
of Scotland, Cognac — again 
from France — super-premium 
vodka and a clique of ultra-rare 
spirits also fit the bill. 

Australia is marching to 
its own beat. Increasingly, 
this country's sparkling wines, 
particularly from dedicated 
producers such as House of 
Arras, Chandon and Jansz, 
are scaling the lofty heights 
of luxury products, while top- 
tier red wines (think Penfolds 
Grange or Henschke Hill of 
Grace) are leading the notion 
of Australian luxury globally.

moguls and cash-splashing 
glitterati from Hollywood's 
ranks, it's fair to say he's seen 
an array of big spenders. 

"Luxury is so intrinsically 
linked to high-profile brands 
with great expense, lavishness 
and scarcity typically woven 
into the concept," qualifies 
Hargreave. "With wine in 
Australia, or indeed some of 
the emerging spirit producers, 
there's an aspiration and, if 
you pressed me. I'd say there 
are wines and whisky now 
reaching those heights." 

Globally, luxury beverages 
are relatively easy to pin down. 
Fine champagnes, particularly 
the 'grand marques' that are 
considered the region's most 


Of course, Tassie whisky is 
often judged to match global 
peers, and a burgeoning craft 
spirit scene is enabling prestige 
examples to play on the world 
stage. The success of Sullivans 
Cove, judged the 'World's Best 
Single Cask Single Malt' at the 
World Whiskies Awards, has 
helped solidify the international 
reputation of Australian spirits. 

"While many consumers 
will gloss over Australia's 
credibility within the luxury 
market, it's leaving more for 
the in-the-know connoisseur 
to explore," says Hargreave. 

"In a way, I hope those 
brands stay under the radar, 
leaving more of the luxurious 
wines and drinks for us."

SYDNEY 

Alberto’s Lounge 
The discreet laneway 
door gives little away 
of the magic happening 
beyond the softly lit 
hallway, but slide into 
a seat at Alberto's and 
you'll feel it instantly.

TAKE A DETOUR 


The Pull of Paradise 

Far from the high-profile Whitsundays, Queensland’s Magnetic Island has a 
unique take on luxury — one that eschews five stars for getting back to nature.

T here's a girl you might like to meet: a beautiful 
bronzed Aussie with an uncomplicated manner, 
she's quiet yet self-assured and will go out of 
the way to make you feel welcome. Her name 
is Maggie and, despite such credentials, she continues to 
slip under the radar. Which is part of her appeal. 

Magnetic Island is one of Queensland's hidden gems 
although, in truth, she's not so hidden. Known locally as 
'Maggie', the 52-square-kilometre island is one of the 
country's most accessible; it'll take you just 20 minutes 
via SeaLink ferry from Townsville in Far North Queensland. 

About 2500 people call Maggie home and most of 
them can't believe they still have paradise to themselves. 
Located in the Great Barrier Reef Marine Park, the island 
is more than two-thirds national park and its coastline is 
peppered with treasures both grand and discreet. 

This abundant natural beauty was a massive drawcard 
for Clare and Paul Ley, the owners of Pilgrim Sailing. After 
visiting Magnetic Island back in 2015, the Leys have 
considered themselves locals for six months a year, lured 
by the nostalgia of bygone family holidays. Aboard their 
58-foot custom-built yacht Pilgrim, they sail up from 
Sydney each April to run sunset cruises and private charters. 
“It's pretty amazing sailing to one of the 23 bays, dropping 
anchor and often being the only boat in the bay," Clare says. 

While Pilgrim offers a luxury experience. Magnetic Island 
is not, traditionally speaking, a luxury destination; at least 
not by the standards of many of its neighbours. In the Great 
Barrier Reef Marine Park alone, it has some pretty serious 
competition — the Whitsunday archipelago, about 250 
kilometres south, for starters — which is likely why Maggie's

grip on low-key remains so strong. Its 
natural wonders, meanwhile, are truly 
nothing short of five-star. 

Clare doesn't exaggerate with her 
tales of secluded beaches, but if 'deserted 
island' isn't your priority, there are bays 
renowned for water activities, swimming, 
snorkelling and socialising. An Aquascene 
Charters adventure will give you the lay of 
the land. Each day, captain Adam Hinks is 
charged with one key decision: left or right. 
Dramatic boulders, impossibly balanced 
and scattered with hoop pines, border the 
resulting circumnavigation, which is full 
of highlights — think reef snorkellingand 
close encounters with wildlife. On land, 
you can explore a myriad of hiking trails. 

A long-time local, Hinks, owner and 
operator of the business, epitomises the 
Maggie way — passionate yet laid-back 
and quite happily living on island time. In 
an increasingly rapid, tech-laden world, 
perhaps this is what real luxury looks like.

The luxury tented camp known as Longitude 131°, overlooking 


Uluru, is designed as a celebration of the desert, and that 
includes the unique art created by its Indigenous people. Right 
throughout the lodge, including in your tent, striking artworks 
hang from the walls or are displayed on shelves. For those 
seeking a deeper delve into Indigenous art, the lodge can also 
organise a trip to a remote arts centre. 

Surrounded on all sides by vast desert plains, the Pukatja 
community is usually closed to outsiders, but the Longitude 
team has permission to bring its guests to the remote Ernabella 
Arts centre to meet with the artists. An hour’s chopper ride 
from the lodge, Ernabella is the oldest continuously running 
Indigenous art centre in the country, tracing its roots back to 
1948. During the early days the locals mainly wove rugs, but 
over the years the community’s artists have worked across 
a range of media. Today, their ceramics and dot paintings often 
depict tales featuring their honey ant and snake ancestors as 
they journeyed across the surrounding desert. 
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This is not about heading deep into 
the wilderness; the trips take place in 
bushland in and around town. Sessions 
usually last about two hours, but don’t 
expect to cover a lot of ground. The goal 
is not to clock up the kilometres, but to 
appreciate what is around you. From 
the smell of leaves to the patterns the 
wind makes dancing across a stream, 
the experience will give you a different 
perspective on the beauty of nature and 
leave you recharged and restored. 

EAT FARM-FRESH 
IN VICTORIA 

Long before you head out to lunch 
at the acclaimed Brae restaurant, 
tucked inside a refurbished farmhouse 
90 minutes outside Melbourne, the 
kitchen staff are already hard at work. 
Some will be handpicking lettuce for 
your salad; others will be milling the 
grains for the sourdough that will be 
baked in the woodfired oven. At this 
locavore retreat, even the honey and 
free-range eggs are raised on site. 

Chef Dan Hunter transforms those 
ingredients in his degustation meals, 
which can stretch up to 20 courses. The 
meal starts with a cavalcade of morsels, 
such as raw diced prawn wrapped in 
a glossy nasturtium leaf and the salty- 
sweet-smoky flavours of roast beetroot 
teamed with honeycomb and trout 
roe, and continues through to dessert, 
perhaps a parsnip cone filled with 
freeze-dried apple and apple and

parsnip mousse. If you feel the need to walk off your long 
lunch, the Great Ocean Road is just 40 minutes away, or you 
could head for nearby Cape Otway National Park, where the 
lush forest is studded with fern gullies and plunging waterfalls. 

CYCLE THROUGH CANBERRA'S VINEYARDS 


Here’s some news much of Australia seems to have missed: 
Canberra is now producing some of the country’s best wines. 
Many of these small-scale wineries are family run, with cellar 
doors that only open on weekends and are often hidden in 
plain sight, the vines tucked behind long stretches of bush. 
At destinations such as Murrumbateman, the wineries are so 
closely clustered you can easily explore them by bicycle. 

Make your first stop Clonakilla, known for its prize-winning 
shiraz viognier. It has a stylish cellar door featuring local stone 
and reclaimed timbers. Next door, The Vintner’s Daughter 
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offers a more laid-back experience. 
Winemaker Stephanie Helm — daughter 
of Ken Helm of Helm Wines, another 
winery worth visiting — often works 
the cellar door, offering tastings of her 
delicate rieslings and spicy syrahs. Look 
for the life-sized replica of Dr Who’s 
Tardis and you will know you’re in the 
right place. Round out your day at Four 
Winds Vineyard, with wood-fired pizza to 
accompany a glass of hand-crafted wine. 

SPOT WILDLIFE AT NIGHT 


At New South Wales’ most luxurious 
bush retreat, animal spotting is a cinch. 
In a verdant valley flanked by the Blue 
Mountains, Emirates One&Only Wolgan 
Valley teems with wildlife. Relax on your 
verandah and you may spot kangaroos 
grazing on the grass outside your villa, or 
perhaps even a wallaroo or two. 

Even so, the luxury lodge’s nocturnal 
wildlife-spotting tours are a must, 
showcasing a very different side to 
the bush. In the darkness, the focus is 
on tracking by sound: the chirping of 
cicadas and frogs, the calls of tawny 
frogmouths and boobook owls, the 
distinctive shrieks of the yellow-bellied 
glider. More is revealed when the guide 
brings out a spotlight topped with 
a red filter to minimise its impact on 
the animals. This is your chance to see 
mobs of kangaroos plus bare-nosed 
wombats at their most active, grazing 
or renovating their burrows. 


PLUNGE INTO AN 
OUTBACK WATERHOLE 


On a hot day in the Top End, there’s no 
better way to beat the heat than a dip 
in a waterfall-fed pool. While travellers 
flock to Kakadu’s famous waterholes, 
the limestone escarpments of Litchfield 
National Park, just 90 minutes outside 
Darwin, are home to bush-fringed 
waterholes that are just as inviting — and 
blessedly free of both crowds and crocs. 

The hardest part is picking the pool 
to try first. Florence Falls, fed by twin 
cascades and surrounded by monsoon 
forests, is picturesque. If you’re with the 
family, try nearby Buley Rockhole, where 
rapids race over the rocks, gathering in 
a series of shallow depressions children

love to splash in. If you prefer a pool with a view and feel fit, 
tackle the steep hike to Tjaetaba Falls and its tiered pools. Take 
a perch in the second pool (the top one is filled with riverweed) 
and take in the spectacular bushland panorama beneath you. 

WALKTHROUGH HIDDEN HISTORY 

It has towering rock walls and dozens of freshwater crocs 
dozing on its sandy banks, but the most fascinating thing about 
the Kimberley’s Windjana Gorge is its history. This picturesque 
chasm was the site of one of the most significant battles in 
Australia’s frontier wars. In 1894, the first armed battle took 
place between police and Jandamarra, a police tracker turned 
freedom fighter who led his people in a three-year insurrection. 

Jandamarra’s tale is recounted by Jimmy ‘Dillon’ Andrews, 
a Bunuba elder who guides visits of the area through Bungoolee 
Tours. Wounded in the shootout, Jandamarra escaped by 
heading for Tunnel Creek. The tour ends with a journey 
through the waterway (the water can reach thigh height), where 
Andrews recounts how Jandamarra finally met his death. ©

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W ANDERING THROUGH THE lush seven 

hectares of private garden at Marrakech’s 
iconic La Mamounia hotel during a sultry 
autumn afternoon, you can see why 
Winston Churchill once described this 
city as being “the loveliest place on Earth”. 
Between pockets of palms, olives are being harvested into shiny 
black heaps on the grass, and the scent of jasmine and fresh 
clementines, ripe for picking, hangs in the air as the sun sets. 

It was here at La Mamounia that world-renowned fashion 
designer Yves Saint Laurent, and his partner in life and business 
Pierre Berge, stayed when they first visited Marrakech in 1966. 
“For a full week, it rained cats and dogs. They couldn’t see 
anything,” says Bjorn Dahlstrom, director of the city’s Yves Saint 
Laurent Museum. “Eventually, one morning, the sun rose. The 
birds were singing. The couple were entranced by the famous 
light, which you cannot see anywhere else, allowing the colour, 
the nature, the smells of the city to be totally enjoyable.” 

“We would never forget that morning when it stopped 
raining,” Berge once recalled. And before their trip was at an 
end, the couple had purchased a house in the medina. “It was 
an exceptional case of love at first sight,” he said. 

Here, you can follow in the footsteps of the great couturier, 
to experience the sights and sounds that inspired him, and

discover the new additions which could have captured his imagination were he 
still alive today. “Marrakech introduced me to colour,” Saint Laurent famously said 
— words that now welcome visitors to the museum that celebrates his legacy. “For 
whatever daring things I have done since then, I am indebted to the country. To its 
forceful harmonies, its audacious combinations, the fervour of its creativity.” 

Built from terracotta bricks and polished pink granite, the Yves Saint Laurent 
Museum is a soothing composition of curves and lines that its architects describe as 
having been inspired by the art of dressmaking, designed like one would cut fabric 
for a dress — befitting the man that it honours. “I feel very satisfied that a museum 
dedicated to Yves’ work and life is to open in a city that so naturally became our 
home,” said Berge, who sadly died not long before its opening in late 2017 (Saint 
Laurent passed away in 2008). The complex stands next door to the Jardin Majorelle, 
a colourful botanical garden that was purchased by the couple in the 1980s and is 
now one of the most visited sites in Morocco. It’s a cooling haven of greenery, lofty 
bamboos, burbling streams and pools, and cacti great and small, interspersed with 
photogenic pots and urns painted in bold cobalt blue and buttercup yellow.

In contrast, the museum’s permanent exhibition is arresting in its darkness. 
Black mannequins, donned in a rotating cast of Saint Laurent’s most memorable 
designs, stand in low light, enveloped in visual installations, floating quotes along 
the walls, transportive music and videos that bring his sketches to life. Of course, the 
revolutionary Le Smoking Suit is a crowd pleaser. The first tuxedo for women, it was 
a seismic feminist statement and an iconic design in 20th-century fashion. 

However, it is the Moroccan-inspired pieces that are the most evocative, draped 
in silks of purple, orange, brown and pink, with heads swathed in turbans, and necks 
and arms laden with ornate beaded jewellery. They transport you to the labyrinthine 
souks in the medina, a maze of glowing glass lanterns, heady spices, flowing dresses 
and woven rugs, where Saint Laurent was known to go wandering for inspiration. 
The souks lead to the medina’s famed Jemaa el-Fnaa square, offering a spellbinding 
snapshot of Marrakechi life. It’s a tourist hotspot, with snake charmers and street 
performers, henna artists and drink stands, but it’s also teeming with locals, enjoying 
animated conversations while charring meats and corn on the cob over open flames. 
“Yves loved the square,” Dahlstrom explains. “But remember, he too was moved by

the architecture, the tiles, the painted wood, the red soil, the 
contrast of the blue sky and the snowy mountains.” 

These distant snowy peaks — the Atlas Mountains — 
majestically frame the city. “They make our horizon warmer 
and greater,” Berge said. The Atlases are home to the Berber 
people, an ethnic group dating back more than 4000 years. “We 
particularly admired the tribal and identity-based nature of the 
Moroccan Berber aesthetic,” Berge said, “and Yves was deeply 
inspired by the clothing worn by the women.” The museum’s 
library houses thousands of books on Berber culture, and 
there’s a Berber museum in the grounds of the Jardin Majorelle. 

To catch a glimpse of Berber life firsthand, drive an hour 
into the mountains towards the village of Asni. Winding 
through the cliffs and snaking through the valleys, you’ll 
pass camels and goats wandering along the side of the 
road; ramshackle stalls heaving with clay tagines of every 
shape and size; groups of men in long hooded djellabas 
(traditional robes); women in brightly coloured gandoura 
gowns on chugging mopeds; and children playing on bicycles 
with their dogs sitting in baskets over the front wheel. 

From Asni, head for Kasbah Tamadot, a private mansion 
turned luxury resort that is now part of Sir Richard Branson’s 
elite collection of hotels. The property’s Berber-style tents 
— really more like decadent pavillions — overlook the 
neighbouring local village on the other side of a rocky valley, 
divided by a rushing river. It evokes an overwhelming sense *►

of calm and tranquillity. That Moroccan light Saint Laurent 
loved makes the landscape appear as though the saturation has 
been amped up on the clear blue sky, the thick green grass, the 
cascading bougainvillea and the vivid white mountain tops. 

The luxury retreat’s core values involve supporting the 
community and the employment of local staff, who are 
irresistibly charming. Throughout the property, Berber design 
and style is artfully celebrated — from the soft, pointed leather 
slippers given to guests on their arrival, to the patterned rugs 
and tasselled wall hangings featured throughout. 

Back in Marrakech, El Fenn is the Instagram-famous riad 
where today’s fash pack hangs out. Its emerald-green tiles and 
stunning red walls, roof terrace restaurant overlooking the 
Koutoubia Mosque, and cocktail bar, attract the boho-chic set. 
Elsewhere in the city, Le Trou Au Mur is a culinary destination 
for those in the know, offering refined spins on traditional 
Moroccan dishes — think rich tagines, fresh fish, blistered 
aubergines and towers of colourful salads. You’ll be surrounded 
by a cosmopolitan crowd, chatting fashion, photography and 
art. Saint Laurent would have felt right at home here. 

Spend your last night in this magical city in perhaps the 
most fashionable situation so far. The Royal Mansour hotel 
hadn’t even opened when Saint Laurent was alive, but it’s 
quickly become a local institution, as well as a global star. 
Commissioned by King Mohammed VI, with a reportedly 
unlimited budget, his idea was to create a ‘medina within the 
medina’. Much like Saint Laurent, he wanted to showcase 
the colours, skills and beauty of Moroccan craftsmanship. 

The hotel is made up of a series of exquisite individual 
riads, packed with ornate plasterwork and tiling, carved cedar 
wood, sumptuous fabrics and decadent designs — a lavish 
treasure-trove celebrating the talents of the more than 1500 
locals who worked every day on the hotel’s creation for over 
three years. Lounging by a palatial riad’s stunning rooftop pool, 
being served fresh mint tea by an exclusive butler, you’ll feel 
like fashion royalty — making it the perfect, if decadent, way 
to end a homage to Saint Laurent. While it’s been just over 10 
years since his death, the designer’s legacy is felt more strongly 
than ever in the African city that shaped his life. ©

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W HEN I FIRST moved to Dallas in 1978 

to start shooting the show, it was 
kind of a cowboy town. Men would 
wear a suit, a cowboy hat and cowboy boots to the office back 
then. I’ve loved watching things evolve since. 

I made so many friends over the years we filmed in Dallas,

and I still cherish those relationships. It’s a cliche, but the city 
oozes Southern hospitality: a warmth and generosity you won’t 
find anywhere else in America. People are kind, and they want 
to include you. When I was new to the city, I found people 
going out of the way to show me their Dallas. 

I was recently bestowed the honour of being named as 
a Dallas Texas Goodwill Ambassador. [Hugely charitable, 
Gray was also a UN Goodwill Ambassador for more than a 
decade.] One of my duties will be working with travel agents 
from around the world when they come to visit, giving them 
the lowdown on the places I go and that I love, from major 
attractions to restaurants — some known, many unknown. 
My goal is to spread the word that Dallas is not a quaint little 
cowboy town anymore, and is much bigger than Southfork 
Ranch (where much of Dallas was filmed, on the outskirts of 
the city). That said, I always tell people to go to the ranch for

an afternoon — it has really expanded in recent years, and you 
can now take a tour, have a meal or go horse riding. 

I love architecture and art and, for the three years we filmed 
the show’s reboot, I lived in a condominium in the Museum 
Tower, overlooking Dallas’ massive Arts District — the largest 
contiguous arts area in the country. I had views of the Dallas 
Museum of Art and lovely alfresco installations at the Nasher 
Sculpture Center. IM Pei is one of my favourite architects. 
He’s responsible for a number of buildings in Dallas, including 
the incredible Morton H Meyerson Symphony Center, which 
is regularly voted one of the world’s greatest orchestral halls. 
The evening skyline over the district is extraordinary.

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Nature and Science, a stunning gallery dedicated to natural 
history, named after benefactors Margot and Ross Perot. 

When I first arrived to film Dallas the crew used to stay 
at the now-defunct North Park Inn. I recently checked 
into art-filled The Joule, in a 1920s neo-Gothic building. 
It has pieces by Andy Warhol, Tony Cragg and Adam Fuss, 
and works spill out to a sculpture garden, co-sponsored by 
the Nasher Sculpture Center, across the street. In there is 
Chicago-based multimedia artist Tony Tasset’s Eye — a giant 
eyeball hanging out on the grass in the middle of Downtown. 
There’s art everywhere in Dallas, I love that it’s not behind 
museum doors — it’s out in nature, you can interact with it. 

In the ’80s we lived at the Mansion on Turtle Creek, 
which is now a five-star hotel managed by Rosewood. The 
property has a beautifully stylish bar where you can sip 
cocktails on leather and velvet sofas. There’s also a terrace 
for brunch or lunch, or a candlelit dinner by the open fire. 
The Statler Dallas, a Curio Collection property, is another 
hotel I tell people to visit. Opened in 1956 and reopened after 
extensive renovations in 2018, it’s something nobody »> 


There’s a lot of money in Dallas, and people love to 
use it to make the community better — and fast. When 
someone has an idea — like, ‘let’s put a park over a freeway’ 
— someone else will say, ‘what a great idea,’ and write 
a $10 million cheque. There aren’t 900 meetings to discuss 
things before development is approved. As a result, there’s 
a lot of private investment in public places, which doesn’t 
happen in other US cities. It’s done beautifully, with style, 
class and attention to enhancing the community. And that 
park over the highway did happen. Klyde Warren Park 
opened a few years back over the Woodall Rodgers Freeway. 
It brings people to the Arts District who wouldn’t normally 
visit, and connects to Downtown. There’s a place for kids 
to play, you can bring your dog, there are amazing food 
trucks... I used to memorise my lines while walking around 
the green space, taking in the sights and sounds. Other 
private money was used to build the nearby Perot Museum of

expects in this city. I send all women into the bathrooms first: 
they’re designed with Coco Chanel in mind, with big sofas, 
mirrors and a dressing table where you can put on your make¬ 
up. The hotel’s breakfast at Overeasy is amazing, held in an Art 
Deco space that is wonderfully noisy and has great energy. 

The places I like to eat at are all over the map — there are 
so many I now keep a list (and add to it every time I find a new 
favourite). I go to a little French cafe called Mercat Bistro a lot, 
as it’s intimate and has great coffee and desserts (it’s also open 
for cocktails). My girlfriend just opened a wonderful French 
restaurant, Bullion. I had dinner — steak tartare, mussels, 
braised rabbit — there with her recently, and it’s quite gorgeous.

Texas is known for its steak — I think Ocean Prime is the 
best place to indulge. Al Biernat's is another great steakhouse, 
where Al often comes to say hi at your table. He doesn’t forget 
a name or face. Visitors to Texas often want Mexican, which 
I love. Meso Maya, near Klyde Warren, has picnic benches 
where you can eat tacos alfresco. When I take my grandsons 
to dinner, they love Eatzi's Market & Bakery. It’s a fun place 
for the young at heart, with great sandwiches and pizzas. 

Dallasites are huge sports fans. When my grandsons visited 
we went to see a Dallas Mavericks basketball game at the 
American Airlines Center and a Dallas Cowboys football game 
at AT&T Stadium. The stadium is home to 16 large-scale works 
of art commissioned by Jerry Jones, the billionaire owner of 
the Cowboys. With so much money in town, there’s also great 
shopping. I always browse the Neiman Marcus Downtown. It’s 
in a charming 1914 building, with five floors of luxe brands and 
restaurants such as Zodiac, which has been open for more than 
50 years. There’s another Neiman Marcus outlet at NorthPark 



Center, better known for its art installations between shops. 

At Christmas, I love shopping at Highland Park Village 
— they decorate the trees with twinkling fairy lights, which 
reflect in mirrors and off cars. It’s like a fairytale. Even though 
there’s no snow, you can still take a festive carriage ride. The 
boutiques here are very high end: Chanel, Dior, Ralph Lauren. 
It’s Rodeo Drive transported to Texas. I just look, I don’t buy! 
The newest fashion precinct is Forty Five Ten, a mix of luxury 
designers and emerging talent. It’s a nice place to walk around 
and go, ‘ooh, aah, that’s lovely!’ Sue Ellen would shop there. 

There’s no recession in Dallas — the city doesn’t know the 
word. It’s booming, it’s fabulous and it has a great energy. I can’t 
wait to go back and find out what’s happening next. ©

A PLACE TO EXPERIENCE 
A CERTAIN KIND OF 
RAREFIED NOSTALGIA, 
ITS CHARMS ARE MANY 


A RESTAURANT FOUND on Lake Como’s 

only island, Locanda dell’Isola Comacina 
can boast many things — seclusion, 
picturesque views and that actor 
Sylvester Stallone once dined there — but 
its biggest claim to fame is that its menu 
has remained completely unchanged since 1947. Whether you 
dined here 70 years ago or just last week, the meals always begin 
with a fresh tomato, halved and topped with a whisper-thin 
slice of lemon, continue across five consecutive courses, and 
conclude with a shot of sweetened, brandy-laced coffee. The 
food is simple, orderly and pleasant. You don’t go to Locanda 
dell’Isola Comacina to be surprised. You go because it offers 
a fleeting respite from the pace of the modern world. 

This turns out to be a terrific way of thinking about Lake 
Como proper. At towns all around the lake, trattorias and 
ristorantes faithfully plate up Lombardian classics, grand old 
world villas peddle time-capsuled luxury, and the only real 
variable is if and when one might catch a glimpse of Amal and 


George Clooney. As a place to experience a certain kind of rarefied 
nostalgia, its charms are many — but it’s not necessarily a place 
you go because it’s on the cutting edge of anything. 

But all that, it seems, is changing. In the past few years, there’s 
been an influx of new establishments that have found a way to 
balance tradition with a fresh perspective. Take Torno’s II Sereno 
Hotel, for example. The brainchild of the Contreras hotelier 
family and architect Patricia Urquiola, it’s the first newly built 
hotel on the shores of Lake Como in 70 years — but newness 
here does not equal conspicuousness. Its exterior is modern and 
boxy, rendered in locally sourced stone, lake-reflecting windows 
and warm wood, and finished with a tumbling vertical garden. 
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The hotel doesn’t so much lay claim to 
the landscape as it gently melds with 
it. The inside is filled with an exacting 
assortment of furniture and objects 
tailored to the sort of traveller who can 
spot a Brancusi at 30 paces. The palette 
is all lumber, walnut and copper, with 
the occasional flash of emerald, and the 
air smells faintly herbaceous. The hotel 
boasts an infinity pool, multiple custom- 
built wood-panelled Riva boats and 
a Michelin-starred restaurant. It more 
than delivers on Lake Como’s reputation 
for luxury — but compared to the ritzy, 
gilded hotels that have dominated the 
area, II Sereno’s earthy, design-led 
aesthetic is invigorating. 

Speaking of that Michelin-starred 
restaurant, II Sereno’s inventiveness 
extends to its food offering, too. In 
Berton al Lago, chefs Andrea Berton and 
Raffaele Lenzi translate Italian classics 
into thrillingly modern fare: a ravioli, 
for example, is made from black rice, 
black cabbage and razor clams; a pared- 
back Veal Milanese is elevated with 
fragrant morsels of candied lemon. Most 
surprising of all is the ‘minestrone’, not 
a soup, but a dessert of ultra-fresh fruit 
and vegetables — everything from curly 
fronds of oak lettuce to julienned pear to 
purple potato crisps to juicy segments 
of fig — which comes plated as prettily 
as a garden and theatrically drenched 
in chocolate sauce. A waiter, quizzed on 
the logic of the dish, explained the chefs 
are interested in creating food that is, 
above all, memorable. It’s certainly that. 

If your tastes swing towards 
ambitious small plates, try Materia in 
Cernobbio or Feel in Como, both of 
which utilise a locavore approach — fish 
from the lake, locally grown herbs — in 
service of artful gastronomical creations. 
Even more appealing is Bistrot Figli dei 
Fiori, a florist-cum-restaurant located 
on Como’s grungier west side. What it 
lacks in lake views (none), it makes up 
for in atmosphere: a plant-filled terrace 
resembling a greenhouse proves an ideal 
aperitivo spot, while in the multiple 
low-lit, botanically themed dining 
rooms you’re likely to hear the swift 
patter of Italian among the guests. ** 
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narrow walkways.

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It’s not difficult to 
find an aperitivo 
with a view in Lake 
Como, as almost 
every cafe, restaurant 
and bar is designed 
to make the most of 
the panorama. But 
for those seeking to 
somehow improve 
on perfection, there’s 
only one thing to do: 
seek a higher vantage 
point. Overlooking 
Como, at an altitude 
of 715 metres above 
sea level, is the tiny 
town of Brunate, 
whimsically referred 
to as ‘the balcony of 
the Alps’. The name is 
not wrong. On a clear 
day, you can see right 
out across Como and 
beyond to Torno, 
Bellagio, Tremezzo 
and, on the distant 
horizon, the Swiss 
Alps. Take the 
vertiginous 
seven-minute 
Funicolare 
Como-Brunate ride 
up the mountain 
(a bargain at €5.50, 
roughly $9, return), 
and you’ll find your 
choice of aperitivo 
spots. Ristorante 
Bellavista may be the 
most popular tourist 
choice, but the smart 
money is on II 
Balcone sul Lago 
Cafe, a modest, 
family-run affair 
where an Aperol 
Spritz on the terrace 
comes with views so 
palatial that it might 
make a grown 
human cry. A tip: 
time your visit with 
sunset and watch as 
the lake turns pink, 
golden, violet and 
finally burnished 
silver, and one 
by one, the lights 
come on in the 
town below.

This is a local’s hotspot, too. The food is 
fresh, relaxed and surprisingly light, and 
everything — from the cocktails to the 
pasta — comes strewn with flowers. 

Of course, there’s much more to 
Lake Como than just drinking and 
dining — its greatest asset remains the 
environment itself. It has the kind of 
overwhelming natural beauty you’d 
think you’d have to put in some serious 
travel time to find, when in fact it’s an 
easy train ride from Milan. The foothills 
of the Alps form an awe-inspiring 
backdrop. There is verdant greenery 
everywhere you look — the lake is 
stunningly beautiful all year round. 

While Como is the obvious place 
to start, the region’s biggest pleasure 
might lie with exploring the panoply of 
small towns that cluster around the 
shoreline: from stately Tremezzo and 
sweetly touristy Bellagio through to the 
unexploited beauty of Nesso (the Nesso 
Orrido, a fairytale waterfall which cuts 
through the hills to meet the lake, is 
worth the trip alone). There are buses 
that will take you almost anywhere, 
but the roads surrounding Lake Como 
are perilously narrow and edged by 
sheer cliff-faces, and Italian drivers 
tend to barrel down them with a kind 
of distracted nonchalance. A less heart¬ 
stopping choice is to take Navigazione 
Lago di Como’s battelli (slow boats), 
which criss-cross the lake all day long, 
cost a handful of Euros per trip, and 
dock at many of Como’s loveliest towns. 

It’s best not to try to cram too much 
into a day though. Sit back and enjoy 
the slow pace of the journey, the sky 
reflected in the water, the overlapping 
green of the hills. Because no matter 
what trends may be happening on its 
shores, Lake Como’s lure will always 
be this: the weight and shimmer of the 
water as it stretches out to the horizon, 
still and blue and eternal. ©

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Far from simply the 'Vegas of Asia', Macau has 
carved out an allure and excess all its own.

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E ARE ALL in the gutter,” said Oscar 
Wilde, “but some of us are looking at the 
stars.” This is a phrase that often comes 
to mind in Macau, a place where it’s 
impossible to raise your eyes above street 
level without being struck by the kind of 
architectural marvel even Oscar would consider flamboyant. 

The skyline doubles as a showcase of the world’s finest 
architects; artists who, instead of paint, have used billions upon 
billions in gambling revenue to go buckwild. Inevitably the eye 
comes to rest on the Grand Lisboa. Designed by Hong Kong 
architects Dennis Lau and Ng Chun Ma, the 261-metre tower 
dominates the skyline with its unique lotus-flower silhouette. 
It’s visible pretty much anywhere in the city, and looms large 
on the ferry (or bus, on the newly built bridge) from Hong Kong. 

The place wears its complicated history well; sleepy 
fishing village turned Portuguese colony turned opium war 
hotspot turned special administrative region of China turned 
playground of the rich. An ever-growing list of Michelin-star 
restaurants and some of the world’s largest and most expensive 
hotels jostle for space alongside UNESCO World Heritage sites 
and an enthralling mesh of long-ago Portuguese grandeur and

rising Chinese uber-wealth. For years, 
Macau has been known as ‘Asia’s Vegas’, 
although it might be more accurate to 
call Las Vegas ‘America’s Macau’. It’s been 
more than two decades since Macau 
surpassed Las Vegas as the world leader 
in gambling revenue — but it’s taken 
time to catch up in terms of ostentation. 

Macau, on China’s south coast, has 
two islands, Taiga and Coloane, joined 
by a strip of reclaimed land called Cotai, 
on which most of the ostentatiously 
glam buildings are found, as well as most 
of the gambling action. Since a long- 
running monopoly on casino ownership 
ended in 2002, international operators, 
including some of the most celebrated 
Las Vegas casinos, have set up shop: 
MGM, Galaxy Entertainment Group, The 
Sands. The hotel/casinos (the preferred 
term is ‘integrated entertainment resorts’) 
of Macau put the US city to shame. 
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(it is worth noting, this still does not 
mean cheap). For a taste of the high life 
at a fraction of the cost, indulge yourself 
with a day at Cabana at Banyan Tree, 
a full-service private mini-villa where, 
in exchange for a few hundred dollars 
(check their website for the details of 
frequent specials), parties of up to four 
people receive bottles of GH Mumm 
Champagne plus food and beverages, 
while lounging beside a wave pool and 
water-rapids course atop a skyscraper. 

Or, spend your hard-earned on 
some good old-fashioned retail therapy. 
As a duty-free port, Macau has long 
been famous for its markets, especially

That said, there is little of the sleaze and fall-of-Rome 
chic you’ll find in Nevada. Here, the gamblers, mostly Chinese 
mainlanders, go about their business quietly, playing hands 
of baccarat in an orderly fashion, sipping water instead of the 
often complimentary alcohol. But what Macau lacks in excess, 
it more than makes up for in sheer extra-ness. 

No matter what it is you like to spend your money on, 
it’s available here. The world’s best restaurants? Lightning- 
quick go-karts to fulfil your Formula 1 fantasies? The highest 
bungee jump in the world? Surreal cyberpunk skyscrapers? 
The guiding cultural mantra for Macau during the past few 
decades seems to have been ‘why not?’ 

Take The Parisian Macao, whose interior is made to 
resemble the streets of Paris. It also boasts that, of all the 
replica Eiffel Towers in the world, theirs is the most ‘authentic’ 
— scaled down exactly to the number of rivets and bolts 
used. Less authentic is the replica miniature Moulin Rouge 
halfway up to the observation deck. See also The Venetian 
Macao, a replica of Venice complete with gondoliers coursing 
canals built alongside mock Italian streets. This is the largest 
casino in the world and Asia’s single-largest hotel building — 
with 800-plus gambling tables, hundreds upon hundreds of 
slot machines, 3000 suites and a 15,000-seat Cotai area, which 
has hosted everything from sports to Cirque du Soleil. 

Then there is the Morpheus hotel, the Zaha Hadid-designed 
stunner that forgoes supporting walls in favour of an elegant 
steel-and-aluminium exoskeleton, allowing for a trio of 
organic-looking holes to be punched through the middle of the 
high-rise. It’s as much a work of art as anything you’d see in 
a gallery, and as Instagram-friendly as it comes. 

Each integrated resort offers almost endless opportunities 
to exchange money for luxury — including in-house spas, of 
which Morpheus, Four Seasons Hotel Macao, Mandarin Oriental 
Macau and Banyan Tree Macau are the best value for money

Check out the 
dedicated luxury menswear floor at 
City of Dreams, or The Parisian Macao 
for the most uniquely curated selection 
— including Macau exclusives. For 
everything else, there is The Venetian 
Macao’s Grand Canal Shoppes mall, ** 
















which features almost 100,000 square 
metres of retail space housing everything 
from Longines to Levis. 

Depending on where you decide to 
stay, you probably won’t need to venture 
further than your hotel lobby to find 
a Michelin star or two — but special 
mention goes to God-level chef Alain 
Ducasse at Morpheus, whose restaurant 
earned two stars in the first six months 
of operation, and Jade Dragon, Chinese 
fine-dining inspired by season, colour 
and traditional herbal medicine. 

It’s also very much worth your time 
to head out for an exploration of food at 
street level. Macanese cuisine, like all the 
world’s great culinary traditions, consists 
of showcasing the best local produce 
and wild improvisation when cultures 
clash. The first and last European colony 
in Asia, and one of its busiest trading 
ports, the blend of Portuguese, African, 
Indian and Cantonese cuisine resulted 
in the creation of many unique dishes as 
a result of homesick Portuguese trying 
to replicate their European dishes with 
the available ingredients and seasoning. 

Take zhu pa ba, a spiced, deep-fried 
pork chop in a pillowy bun; imagine 
a deep-fried cloud. One of the most 
famous outlets can be found down an 
alley not far from Senado Square at Sio 
Seong Hoi, where this hole in the wall 
specialises in the bun, plus delectable 
potstickers. Just as ubiquitous — and 
delicious — are the egg tarts. A just-set 
egg custard centre and caramelised top

nata Macanese egg tart is the local re-imagining of the traditional 
Portuguese dessert. There are many establishments that claim 
to serve the best, but the most celebrated come from Lord 
Stow’s Bakery — first established in the Coloane town square 
— which were included in Michelin’s first guide to street food. 

It’s possible they are the best in Macau. It’s also possible that 
Margaret’s Cafe e Nata, founded as a rival to Lord Stow by Lord 
Stow’s ex-wife, are actually the best (and pointedly sold for one 
Macanese pataca — roughly 17 cents — less than Stow’s). 

Macau has a low profile among some travellers — the image

The resort has a manta tour available that will take keen guests to Hanifaru Bay, a short 
boat ride away. This bay is a natural haven for huge numbers of plankton, a manta’s 
favourite food, so if you’re lucky you can find groups of up to 100 of them swirling 
through the waters, or, as is the way of these things, you could find yourself swimming 
furiously to spot just two in the far distance. Disappointment never lasts long out here 
though, and if you let yourself tap back into the rhythm of nature, she’s constantly 
throwing out experiences to surprise you — and not just in the water. 

ACTIVE ISLAND 

The island of Kihavah Huravalhi takes just 20 minutes to circumnavigate by foot, or 
you can grab yourself a fixie with fat tyres to navigate the sandy paths surrounded 
by lush landscaping. However, be warned, a quick pedal along the beach can easily 
turn into an all-afternoon activity. You can spy baby reef sharks honing their 
hunting skills on the unfortunate bait fish, swimming in a tight ball trying to avoid 
being eaten. Tiny, almost translucent, crabs march across the sands and stingrays 
perform their ballet solos as the sun sink s over the horizon. 

The island’s interior is a horticulturalist’s dream. It seems as if the gardeners’ 
work is more about holding the jungle back than encouraging it to grow. Walls of 
dark green leaves are studded with pops of pink, yellow and purple from the orchids 
planted throughout the gardens. And, as you circle the island, you’ll discover there’s 
so many other distractions to keep you — and your family — entertained. Muay Thai 
boxing, a trampoline park, fitness centre, archery, tennis courts... experiencing any 
of this is, of course, dependant on leaving your villa, and that in itself is a challenge. 

There are six different villa types spread throughout the resort, from beachside 
pool villas through to family overwater villas.

EAT UP 

While the words ‘buffet breakfast’ may instil fear in some, here it’s a delightful 
way to start the day. The morning meal is buzzing with honeymooners and multi- 
generational family groups feasting at the pancake and waffle station or enjoying 
the traditional (and delicious) local way to start the day — a fish curry. 

Teppanyaki restaurant Fire features a round bar that encircles the chefs, who 
delight the crowds with tasty food and some serious knife skills. Choose your lobster 
straight from the sea for grilling, or fresh sashimi.

A huge rooftop circular sofa leads the way towards what is the 
country’s most powerful telescope, and there is certainly nothing like staring into the 
far reaches of the universe to make you feel small. The resort’s dedicated star guru 
will humble you with his enthusiasm for all things celestial while you enjoy canapes 
and champagne. Then, move into the observatory and take turns peering through the 
telescope to the planets far away. Afterwards you may need a stiff drink from the bar’s 
expansive menu of cocktails to bring your head out of the stars and back down into 
the glorious hypercoloured and hyperreal natural environment of the Maldives. ©

With beautiful beaches, booming cities and eye-catching 

developments, Queensland could possibly 
become the most desirable state in the country.

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one day, perfect the next.’ 
At least, that’s what the 
advertising slogan taught us 
in the 1980s. But, of late, the Sunshine State has shed its just-a- 
holiday-destination image to become the top spot for interstate 
Australian migration. More than 24,000 people have moved 
there in the last two years, with Queensland replacing Victoria 
as the nation’s domestic migration capital, says the Australian 
Bureau of Statistics. So what is driving this new phenomenon? 

“Actually, over the last 50 years, Queensland has typically 
been the place with greatest interstate migration in Australia,” 
says Glenn Capuano, a demographer at population experts

ID. In the last 30 years especially, the state has had two 
distinct booms — the first half of the 1990s, with up to 50,000 
newcomers crossing its borders every year, and the first half 
of the 2000s, where figures hit 35,000 in 2005. In fact, during 
the 2000s, Queensland would add 825,679 people to its 
population, accounting for roughly 30 per cent of Australia’s 
total population growth. By comparison, in that period, Victoria 
grew by 705,499 and New South Wales by 621,407. 

“While the numbers were significantly lower between 
2012 and 2016 [5000-10,000 a year] there’s certainly been 
a big upswing since, bringing us much closer to the historical 
average,” adds Capuano. Consistently, Queensland has grown 
faster and more substantially during the last three decades 
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than any other state or territory. “The nature of net interstate 
migration is that there always has to be some states that are 
positive [net gain] and some that are negative [net loss],” he 
says. “But Queensland has always been positive.” And the 
majority of defectors, he adds, come from New South Wales. 

What makes the state so appealing to its southern 
neighbours? “People have always wanted to come to 
Queensland. We live in the most beautiful place on earth,” 
says Kate Jones, Queensland Minister for Tourism Industry 
Development, with just a hint of partiality. Certainly, its 
seemingly unending coasdine has helped justify its status as 
a popular summer holiday destination but, according to Jones,

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state evolve to mb shoulders with its rivals. “Securing events 
like the [2018 Gold Coast] Commonwealth Games and the 
[2018] Logie Awards has been an important part of our strategy 
to put Queensland in the global spodight,” adds the minister. 

While Sydney and Melbourne continue to top the list of 
Australia’s biggest cities, Queensland capital Brisbane takes 
the third spot, with the Gold Coast and the Sunshine Coast 
both in the top 10. “Predominantly, when looking at growth 
areas, we’re looking at South East Queensland rather than 
regional areas — especially the Gold Coast, with typically 
10,000-15,000 gained yearly,” says Capuano. “That might be 
partly due to climate, but also the Gold Coast is a relatively 
affordable housing market, compared to New South Wales at 
least. The cost of living is so much cheaper than in Sydney, too.” 

In terms of real estate, according to Harcourts Coastal sales 
executive Vikki Plehan, the Gold Coast is the most affordable 
beach city in Australia. “Once upon a time, South East 
Queensland was considered ‘heaven’s waiting room’ — a place 
for ageing investors to retire,” says Plehan. “Today, it has a real 
future, with an estimated 1.5 million predicted to be living here 
by 2050.” She credits last year’s Commonwealth Games with 
shining a spotlight on the Gold Coast, and driving significant 
improvements in local infrastructure, such as the expansion of 
the region’s light rail system and job creation across the areas 
of constmction, hospitality and tourism. 

So, are southern property prices forcing homebuyers north? 
“Without a doubt,” says Plehan. “The Core Logic median house 
price for Sydney is $1.2 milli on, Melbourne’s $880,000. Now, 
compare that to $650,000 here on the Gold Coast, $550,000 on 
the $unshine Coast and $675,000 in Brisbane, and it’s no 
wonder southerners are buying up in Queensland.” 


KNOW THY NEIGHBOUR 

From Coolangatta through to Cairns, what type of people are 
making their new home in the $unshine $tate? “There’s a real 
mixture to Queensland, actually,” explains Capuano. “Typically, 
you’re looking at fa mili es. Those migrating from New $outh 
Wales to the Gold Coast, for example, are likely to be in the 
family formation, and in the 25-34 year old age group.” 

Brisbane, as a city, tends to attract much younger people — 
from regional areas in particular — and international students, 
because of the proximity of tertiary institutions the University 
of Queensland, the Queensland University of Technology and 
Griffith University. Cairns, in Far North Queensland, boasts 
a growing population — between 1000 and 2000 people per 
year — but these are mostly drawn from the Northern Territory 
or from within Queensland itself. “Certainly there are retirees,” 
continues Capuano. “But those in the 65-plus age groups tend 
to retire to local coastal areas rather than moving interstate. 
Generally, more people migrate when they’re younger, and 
they’ll tend to move much further afield, also.” w*

What exactly does this new wave of domestic migration 
spell out for the future of the Sunshine State? “Queensland 
is entering its most exciting era yet,” is the prediction from 
Jones. “Business confidence is strong and there are more 
opportunities in Queensland than ever before.” 

The minister points to more affordable housing and greater 
job prospects, healthcare and education among the contributing 
factors for those people making the move. “There’s plenty to 
look forward to in years to come,” she says. 

That applies to tourists, as well as migrants, she adds. 

“When it comes to enticing visitors who then return year 
after year, new tourism infrastructure is the key,” explains 
the minister. “Queen’s Wharf is a great example [see page

From overcoming self-doubt to creating the first 
digital bank to land a licence in Australia, Steve 
Weston knows the importance of inner belief 

As told to ANDREW MARMONT 




D EAR STEVE, you grow 
up in the town of Bowen 
in North Queensland. 
Your father is a builder 
and your mother works as 
a nurse for the elderly. 

As a kid in the 1970s, you are 
always the rebel, a class clown, more 
interested in sport than in study. Right 
from an early age, you enjoy working 
and entrepreneurship and, at the age of 
10, you start mowing lawns for elderly 
residents. You learn plenty about work 
ethic under the baking Queensland sun. 

You get your first big break at 13 with 
a week’s work experience at the local 
bank. You choose a bank only to escape 
the heat. After completing the week, 
you receive the only positive feedback 
during your schooling years, and they 
welcome you to apply for a real job there. 


So, you leave school in 1984, aged 15, 
and start work at the Commonwealth 
Bank (CBA). Apart from working and 
playing rugby league in your spare time, 
you also get work as a bookmaker’s clerk 
at the horseracing track. It’s here, in this 
fast-paced environment, you learn how 
to use maths quickly and accurately. 
As a result, you can do sums without 
using a calculator to this day. 

You love solving customer problems, 
and an older colleague suggests you do 
some study to make up for your lack of 
formal education. It proves another 
significant moment in your early career 
because you have to get past your 
self-doubt about a perceived lack of 
intelligence. You not only pass — you 
excel. After 13 years of studying by 
correspondence, at 31, you achieve 
a Master of Business Administration. It’s 


amazing what happens when someone 
puts faith in you and allows you to find 
confidence you didn’t know you had. 

You stay with CBA until 1995 before 
moving into the business banking space 
for two years with St George Bank, 
and then leave to work for one of your 
largest customers for three years. It’s 
a wonderful feeling helping businesses 
grow, and it’s no wonder you develop 
a passion for this space. Then the phone 
rings in 2000 — it’s St George Bank 
wanting to know whether you want to 
return to the banking world. You do. 

You learn a lot about building trust 
and the power of being nice. You aim to 
be an authentic, genuine person, who 
takes an interest in everyone, no matter 
their role. It’s a trait you get from your 
mother, who you admire for her non¬ 
partisan view of the world. »+ 
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You take on more senior roles in banking 
during the next dozen years, working with 
National Australia Bank and Challenger, 
before accepting a position in London with 
Barclays Bank in 2012. These years are an 
incredible learning experience; working with 
a bank that is 320 years old and has 150,000 
staff. You try to navigate through a massive 
cultural transformational program, as the 
banking sector goes through the same 
sort of reputational fallout Australian 
banks are currently facing. You learn the 
importance of treating customers fairly, 
and what happens if you don’t. 

In 2016, you return home to resettle 
your daughters and family. With no job 
lined up, you talk to the big banks and 
share your experience in the UK and 
your views on the future of banking. 

They think what happened there won’t 
happen here. Frustrated, you scratch your 
entrepreneurial itch by working with a few startups. 

As fate would have it, you run into former colleague Luke 
Bunbury in a supermarket carpark. Over red wine and pizza, 
you realise you have the same views on the growing use of 
smartphones and the likelihood Australian banks are going to 
suffer the same challenges their UK counterparts had. In May 
2017, the government announces changes to make it possible to 
launch a startup bank in Australia. You call Luke and together 
decide to undertake a feasibility study to determine the viability 
of starting a digital bank and recruit nine others to help. 

Six weeks later, you start Volt Bank and, in May 2018, become 
the first Australian startup to get a restricted banking licence. 
This morphs into a full banking licence in early 2019. You build 
a deeply-experienced team who have run banks and built other 
businesses in the past. You believe in competitive pricing, using

modern (and less expensive) technology. 
But the main difference — and the 
reason why you think Volt will work — 
is the company’s holistic approach to 
helping customers. You predict banking 
will be done differently in the future, 
and Volt is a precursor to this. 

Reflecting on all that self-doubt you 
had as a teenager, you are proud to have 
helped create a business that could help 
many Australians and may change the 
way banking is done globally. You 
remain optimistic about the future. ®

W ealth needn’t solely be determined by the 
accumulation of financial riches — it can 
mean a whole host of different things to 
different people. From voluntary work that 
helps save the lives of others to having the autonomy to pick 
and choose working hours via the good fortune of enjoying 
and maintaining excellent health, here’s six homegrown 
business leaders on what wealth means to them. 
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TANYA DONTAS 


Co-founder, Vollie 


T anya Dontas and husband 
Matthew Boyd, who together 
are the Millennial co-founders 
of Vollie (www.vollie.com.au), live by 
a mantra: ‘The new millionaires are 
those that save a mi ll ion lives.’ They 
believe wealth is having the ability and 
capacity to help others. 

Their website, which launched in 
2016, connects would-be volunteers with 
not-for-profits and charities around 
the country. Vollie’s powerful database 
helps Australians to identify the areas 
where their skills and experience could 
have the greatest impact. 

The pair both gravitated towards 
volunteering in their early 20s. “While 
we had good jobs [in marketing] that 
provided financial stability, we were 
lacking fulfilment and happiness,” 
Dontas says. “Through volunteering, we 
discovered just how much giving back 
could enrich our own lives, as well as 
the lives of those we were helping.” 

They hope the Vollie model — which 
allows people to participate in flexible 
volunteering, rather than making an 
ongoing commitment — will appeal to 
the young-professional demographic. 

“In Australia, Millennials record the 
lowest volunteer rates of all working 
generations,” Dontas says. “This isn’t 
because they don’t care, it’s because 
volunteering hasn’t evolved. That’s why 
we launched Vollie; to bring volunteering 
into the gig economy and create a new 
form of on-demand volunteering.” 


TIM GUEST 

Founder, Infinite Wealth 


F or Tim Guest, wealth is autonomy. “It’s the freedom to 
pursue the things that really matter to you,” says the 
investor and motivational speaker. “Wealthy people 
aren’t locked into jobs they hate for 40,50,60 hours a week.” 

After investing in real estate in Western Australia, Guest 
was able to retire at the age of just 27. However, he soon grew 
restless. “Even though I had financial wealth, I was actually still 
pretty miserable and unfulfilled,” he recalls. 

So in 2010, he reinvented himself as a financial advisor and 
philanthropist; since then, he has spoken to more than 14,000 
people at seminars, raised funds for a diverse group of charities 
and also appeared on the thought-provoking SBS television 
series Filthy Rich and Homeless. 

The mission statement of his financial-advisory business, 
called Infinite Wealth, is: ‘To educate people about how to free 
themselves from the constraints of their finances so they can 
pursue the things that matter to them.’ “Once they’re free from 
those constraints, all 99 per cent of people want to do is make 
a difference,” he says, “whether that be working with kids with 
cancer or tackling poverty in developing nations.” 

Guest grew up with his family in the low-income suburb 
of Gosnells on the outskirts of Perth. “We always got by, but 
I knew we were poor,” he explains. “That was OK, but then, 
during the recession of the late 1980s and early 1990s, my dad 
got made redundant. He was unemployed for two years, and it 
was a really tough time. The day that changed my life was the 
day I w alk ed in on my dad crying. I’d never seen him cry before 
— my dad is ex-military, ex-farmer. They don’t cry. I realised, 
‘This is what financial stress can do.’” 

These days, the self-made millionaire says sharing what 
he’s learnt about financial literacy has made him feel truly 
wealthy for the first time in his life. “It might sound idealistic,” 
he says, “but I want to change the world.” »->

“What we have observed over many years is that one of 
the biggest drivers of poverty globally is a systemic, widening 
gap between the haves and the have-nots,” Dr Szoke explains. 
“Our research shows the rich are getting richer while the poor 
and marginalised very often get left behind. 

“Oxfam says this: if multinational companies were paying 
their fair share of taxes around the globe, at least some of 
these billions could go to the crucial public health services 
needed to begin to rebalance the equation.”

DR HELEN SZOKE 

CE, Oxfam Australia 


he longtime Oxfam Australia chief is a believer that 
good health is the truest indicator of wealth. 

“Good health is essential to having a rich and 
meaningful life,” she offers. “You need good health to work, to 
carry out daily activities, to socialise — basically to engage as an 
active member of society.” And, she says, the growing material 
wealth among some of us is damaging the health of others. 


In Australia, Dr Szoke points out that Aboriginal and Torres 
Strait Islander people fare much more poorly than the rest of 
the population in terms of health. She explains that Australia’s 
First Nations peoples have a life expectancy 10 years shorter 
than non-Indigenous people; infant mortality is almost double 
that of non-Indigenous babies; and Indigenous people still 
experience higher rates of preventable illness such as heart 
disease. “We will only be blessed as a nation when we see a 
commitment to real change to turn this around for Indigenous 
people, and Oxfam won’t stop calling on governments of the 
day to step up to the mantle on this,” she says. **

JENNIFER WESTACOTT 

CEO, Business Council of Australia 


T ennifer Westacott believes many individuals and 
governments think about wealth in too-narrow terms. The 
J veteran public-policy expert defines it as the wherewithal 
of an individual, family or society to do the things they want to 
do, make the choices they want to make and look after the most 
vulnerable people around them — both now and in the future. 

“A wealthy society is not about everyone driving fancy cars 
and having big houses,” she says. “It’s not about everybody 
having open slather. It’s about being able to pay for hospitals 
and schools, giving people opportunities, looking after our 
country and giving us resilience when things go wrong.” 

Westacott has developed her philosophy on wealth during 
a career encompassing the public and private sectors. She spent 
two decades in state government, including as the director of 
Housing and secretary of Education in Victoria and director- 
general of the NSW Department of Infrastructure, Planning and 
Natural Resources. More recently, she was senior partner at 
KPMG, heading up its Sustainability, Climate Change and Water 
practice and its NSW State Government practice. 

Late last year, Westacott published an op-ed in The Sydney 
Morning Herald in which she warned Australians: “The longer 
we wait to reform our economy, the fewer options we have left. 

“My call to politicians and decision-makers is to start 
getting us ready so that we are able to withstand shocks and we 
are not just hoping it will all turn out for the best.” 

She says high levels of household debt, economic reliance 
on China and the complacency of successive governments 
have made Australia vulnerable. “We’re hoping that things 
continue along as they have, but we can’t be sure of that,” she 
says. Westacott advises that governments and fa mili es should 
ask themselves the same questions in order to achieve a state of 
wealth: “How do we get ahead? How do we plan for the future? 
And how do we prepare for the things that we can’t control?”

HUY TRUONG 

CEO, ALI Group and co-founder, 
Thrive Refugee Enterprise 


C orporate high achiever and 
refugee advocate Huy Truong 
points out that wealth is relative. 
His micro-financing organisation 
Thrive Refugee Enterprise works with 
new arrivals to Australia who, by most 
Western metrics, have very little. “But 
these new Australians feel incredibly 
wealthy, even though their material 
assets are still relatively modest,” Truong 
says. “Being in Australia has given 
them the opportunity to rebuild their 
economic and personal lives without 
fear of persecution.” 

Truong, whose family arrived by 
boat from Vietnam when he was seven 
years old, says financial self-reliance 
is another key measure of wealth for 
refugees and asylum seekers. “The 
prospect of building a business and 
generating an income that can support 
their family with safety, food, shelter 
and education is a reality that is far 
beyond anything they could once have 
dreamed of,” he explains. 

Since earning his MBA from Harvard 
Business School, Truong has blazed a 
trail in Australia, founding private equity 
fund Yarra Capital Partners and serving 
as CEO of lurlique International, among 
other roles. In addition to his work with 
Thrive, he is co-owner and CEO of the 
Australian Life Insurance (ALI) Group. 

Truong explains that his journey 
has taught him that true wealth is not 
two dimensional. “Genuine wealth 
caters for factors such as state of mind, 
independence, freedom, family and 
friendships,” he says. *+ 
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RONNI KAHN 

Founder, OzHarvest 


M any of us don’t realise exactly how wealthy we 
are, according to social entrepreneur Ronni Kahn. 
“There are two figures that a lot of Australians are 
still not aware of,” she says. “One is that, in Australia, we waste 
the equivalent of $20 billion in food annually, and the other is 
that there are four million people in Australia that need food 
relief at some point through the year.” Kahn believes having 
more than you need — as an individual or at the national level 


— is the truest indicator of wealth. By that measure, Australia as 
a whole is very wealthy indeed. But statistics also show much 
of our material wealth is not reaching those who need it most. 

Kahn’s career as a corporate events manager revealed to her 
the extent of Australian food wastage. It also left her unfu lfill ed. 
“I set up OzHarvest in 2004 because I wanted to find purpose 
and meaning, thinking it would be an adjunct to my life,” she

says. Initially, she remained an events producer while building 
up the charity. In 2011, after being named 2010 Local Hero at 
the Australian of the Year Awards, she let go of her former work. 

Since then, OzHarvest has grown exponentially. “We’ve 
just delivered our 100 millionth meal of good food that 
would otherwise go to waste to feed those in need, and we’ve 
successfully helped Australia halve food waste in line with the 
United Nations’ sustainability development goals,” says Kahn, 
who this year became an Officer of the Order of Australia (AO). 

But there is more to do, Kahn says. “We should be paying 
five times as much for every single product on the supermarket 
shelf, given the labour, the energy, the fuel and the water 
it takes to produce it,” she says. “And yet, we get that food 
cheaply. Because of that, I think we still have an inadequate 
understanding of the value of our food.” © 
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Ex plumber, Jan Ugarte, offloaded 7 negatively geared 
investment properties in a ‘fire sale 1 that cost $300,000, 
before changing course and leaving paid employment 
within 13 months.

I n today's market, the expected rental yield 
on a negatively geared investment property 
is about 4,5 to 5%, however this former 
tradesman and TAPE teacher has tapped into 
a new trend that allows him to achieve what many 
consider impossible. 

Welcome to a world where 10 to 12% yields 
are the norm, and instead of’ depriving your 
family of luxuries, you can enjoy positive income 
from day one. 

The house on die top is a case in point. It picks 
up twice as much in weekly rental as the one at 
the bottom (SI,500 vs $600) despite the fact both 
are comparable size and design, and they're in the 
same ordinary; everyday suburb. 

The capital gains are exceptional too. In fact, 
a recent property received an offer for S930,000 
whereas a similar house next door sold for just 
$780,000. 

“Many think it’s impossible because they’ve 
bought into the negative gearing myth,” explains 
Ugarte. “Yet with 1.55 million Australians dealing 
with housing stress, the marketplace rewards you 
for supplying affordable housing 
to people who desperately need it,” 
he says. 

Sadly; Australia is the most 
unailbrdahlc housing market in 
the world. According lo the 9th 
Annual Dcmographia International 
Housing Affordability Survey, 

Port Macquarie, Sydney; both 
the Sunshine and Gold Coasts, 

Goffs Harbour, Mandurah and 
Melbourne arc all part of the lop 
29 least affordable areas to live in 
worldwide. 

According to Ugarte: “The 
problem lies in the developers 
pushing their cookie-cutter 4-bed-

room, 2-bathroom homes as the ideal - despite 
the unaffordability' crisis and the fact 22 Hong 
Kong homes can now fit inside the average 
Australian home.” 

The demographies suggest we should be doing 
the opposite. 

There’s been more than a 100% increase in 
single adults occupying public housing in the past 
10 years: 54% in 2016 compared with only 21% 
in 2015. 

What’s more, the number of women over 50 in 
the past four years who find themselves homeless 
(reporting as living in cars or couch surfing: has 
doubled. 

“And don’t forget our elderly,” states Ugarte. 
“There are 70-vear-olds everywhere living on less 
than 3399 a week, yet the cheapest rent they' can 
find is $300.” 

With rents at an all time high, and wage 
growth at a record low, the negative gearing 
gravy train may have just ground to a grinding 
halt. Just as recent technological trends 
have killed companies like Kodak and Dick 
Smith, this demographic 
swing may cripple millions of 
Aussie investors. 

On the flip side, with a huge 
demand and limited supply; there 
has never been a better time to 
build affordable housing 

“It’s hotter lor die tenant, and 
more profitable for the landlord,” 
states Ugarte. “With 12 million 
empty bedrooms in Australia and 
millions struggling, I am on a 
mission to build one million 
self-contained, affordable homes. 
That’s why I’m travelling all over 
Australia to spread the word,” 
he say s.

TAGUCHI 
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GUEST COMFORT DEVICES 

Certain guest comfort devices, including kids' sleeping devices, are now permitted 
for use on board Virgin Australia aircraft. Devices such as Plane Pal, Fly Tot and JetKids 
BedBox are approved for use provided they meet the following Guidelines for Use. 







Guidelines for Use 

+ Guest is responsible for its set up and use. 

+ The device may only be used in window seat or centre seats of middle 
block on Airbus A330 or Boeing B777 aircraft (see diagram, above). 

+ The device may not be used in emergency exit rows. 

+ The device must be stowed securely during taxi, take-off and 
landing, and may only be set up once the seatbelt sign is switched off. 
+ If inflatable, the valve must face the aisle for easy inflation 
and deflation. 

+ Child must be seated with seatbelt fastened, whenever the 
seatbelt sign is illuminated. 

+ Infant must be secured with infant seatbelt, or in bassinet 
(if fixed), whenever the seatbelt sign is illuminated. 


+ Child must be secured with their head towards the back 
of their own seat and their feet facing forward. 

+ Guest must ensure that use of the device doesn't affect the 
comfort of other passengers. 

+ The device must not interfere with the seat in front, or prevent 
the seat in front from reclining. 

+ If attachment to any part of the aircraft is required in order 
to provide structural stability to the device, it is not permitted 
to be used as it may cause damage to the aircraft. 

+ There may be some seat rows where a device does not fit 
due to the configuration of some aircraft. In this case the device 
cannot be used. 


IN-FLIGHT HEALTH 

DEEP VEIN THROMBOSIS (DVT) 

Deep vein thrombosis (DVT) is blood clotting 
in a major vein, most commonly in the legs or lower 
body, which causes blood flow to slow down or 
stop. Some people are more susceptible, including 
those who are immobile for periods of time, those 
with a personal or family history of DVT, people 
with certain blood disorders or those who have 
recently undergone major surgery. Smokers, 
pregnant women, elderly people and those 
with heart disease are also more susceptible. 

WE SUGGEST YOU: 

+ Drink plenty of water and other hydrating 
fluids during and after the flight. Limit your 
alcohol, tea and coffee consumption. 

+ Take regular walks around the aircraft when 
the seatbelt sign is switched off. 


+ Stretch and move your arms and legs at regular 
intervals during the flight. 

+ Avoid crossing your legs when seated. Massage 
your calves and thighs, and regularly move your 
ankles by circling and gently shaking your feet. 

+ See a doctor if you experience abnormal swelling, 
tenderness or pain after your flight. 

This is not a comprehensive list. If you have any 
concerns about your particular health risks , you 
should seek the advice of your doctor or a qualified 
medical practitioner. 

SECURITY 

AIRPORT SECURITY 

Some items were never intended to be taken on 
board an aircraft and others represent a security risk. 
That's why there are restrictions on what you can 
pack in your carry-on baggage. These restrictions are 
in place to help you and others have a safe journey, 
travelling in and out of Australia. 


PROHIBITED ITEMS INCLUDE: 

+ Sporting goods, knives or knife-like items 
(whether or not made of metal) strong enough 
to be used as a weapon, tools and other objects 
with sharp edges or points capable of injuring 
a person. 

+ Sharp objects that are not weapons, but are 
capable (with or without modification) of 
causing harm by penetration. 

+ Blunt objects that are able to be used to 
bludgeon a person. 

+ Flammable household goods. 

+ Items that can be used to restrain someone.

TRAVELLING 
WITH BATTERIES 

There are serious safety and legal 
consequences when travelling with 
batteries that are not carried in 
accordance with the relevant regulations. 

Portable electronic equipment with 
batteries installed may be in carry-on or 
checked-in baggage. When carried in 
checked baggage, the equipment must 
be switched off (not in sleep or hibernation 
mode) and protected from damage and 
unintentional activation. For example, by 
placing the equipment in a purpose-built, 
hard plastic carry case that protects the on/ 
off switch from being turned on. Switching 
off a device and placing the item in your 
checked baggage is not sufficient. 

Spare/loose batteries (including power 
banks) must be in carry-on baggage only 
and the terminals must be insulated to prevent 
short circuiting. This can be done by keeping 
the batteries in the original retail packaging, 
taping the exposed terminals or placing each 
battery in a separate plastic bag/pouch. 

Smart bags equipped with a lithium 
battery will only be accepted for carriage 
if it is possible to remove the battery from 
the bag. Smart bags with a removable 
battery can be taken on board as carry-on 
luggage (size/weight limitations apply). If 
a smart bag is to be checked in, the lithium 
battery must be removed and carried 
as a spare/loose battery in carry-on 
baggage. If the lithium battery cannot be 
removed, the bag cannot be carried. 

Smart bags which contain wireless 
tracking and connectivity systems 
require all transmitting functions to be 
turned off at all times during flight. 

ADDITIONAL REQUIREMENTS: 

• Lithium batteries must be of a type that 
meets the requirements of the UN Manual 
of Tests and Criteria Part III, subsection 
38.3. For lithium metal/alloy batteries, 
the lithium content must not be more 
than 2g and for lithium ion/polymer 
batteries, the watt-hour rating must not 
exceed 160Wh. Lithium ion/polymer 
batteries over lOOWh must be declared 
at check-in to a Guest Services Agent, 
and 'yes' must be selected when asked 
'Are you carrying any dangerous goods?' 
during kiosk/mobile/web check-in. 

• For non-spillable batteries, the voltage 
must not exceed 12V, the watt-hour 
rating must be no more than lOOWh and 
the battery must not contain any free 
or unabsorbed electrolytes that could 
flow from a ruptured or cracked case. 

• Batteries must be in good condition 
and show no signs of damage, distortion, 
overcharging, rust or leakage build-up, 
and must be of a reputable brand. 

• Any battery that does not meet 
the above specifications is not 
permitted to be carried by a guest.

SAFE USE OF EARPHONES 


Modern aircraft are designed with an internal noise level which is inside occupational noise guidelines. There is an extra source of noise that you control — your earphones. If you are using 
earphones in an environment with significant background noise — such as on board an aircraft — the natural response can be to increase the volume of the sound through the earphones. 
There is the risk that, without noticing, you increase the sound to hazardous levels. Ever been driving your car with the windows open and music playing, and then stopped at traffic lights to 
discover that the music is really loud? It's the same phenomenon. Remember to make sure your earplugs fit well and are not turned up too loud.

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Having struggled with his own mental 
health through a stellar AFL career, Wayne 
Schwass established social enterprise 
Puka Up last year in a bid to combat the 
high levels of suicide in Australia. Here, we 
catch up with Schwass to find out more 
about the groundbreaking initiative. 


ON THE UP 


Tell us about Puka Up. Puka Up has an 
incredibly important mission, which 
is to eliminate suicide. Tragically, 3128 
Australians took their lives in 2017 and 
a further 65,300 attempted to end their 
lives. That is an average of eight people 
a day that we’ve lost. Think of the eight 
people closest to you, it’s simply not an 
acceptable number. We won’t stop until 
that number is completely eliminated. 

How will Puka Up help to eliminate 
suicide? We want to create 
environments for people to have 
authentic and genuine conversations 
about mental health and emotional 
wellbeing. Puka (‘pukka’) translates 
to ‘authentic and genuine’ in Hindi. 

Just as you would ask a mate if he 
is OK as he recovers from an injury, 
you should be asking a mate if he is 
OK as he recovers from a hard time. 


We invest our time and energy into 
normalising these important topics via 
our workplace wellbeing program Bu, 
the Grand Tour bike ride, a Puka Up 
podcast and documentary, and in our 
everyday work talking to Australians 
face to face and online. The power 
that one conversation can have, in 
some cases, can be life changing. 

Bu is a new program — can you tell us 
a little about it? We are really excited 
to be launching our new workplace 
wellbeing program Bu as we truly 
believe it can transform Australian 
businesses and the way they support 
their employees. We designed the 
multifaceted program in partnership 
with Optimal Health and St Vincent’s 
Hospital Melbourne. 

Firstly, it helps participants develop 
the skills, confidence and capacity to 


manage and maintain their health 
and wellbeing. Secondly, the program 
upskills managers, leaders and 
executives so they can better support 
employees living with mental health 
conditions. Thirdly, the program can 
help businesses identify potential 
gaps or opportunities to improve their 
current framework to support their 
people. And finally, it helps businesses 
start their mental health journey and 
work towards a culture of wellbeing. 

What drives you? I wake up every 
day knowing there’s an opportunity 
to have a positive impact on the life 
of another person and in some cases, 
to save another person’s life. There is 
nothing more rewarding than helping 
people to get healthy and well again. 
The Puka Up documentary is playing on 
Virgin Australia’s In-Flight Entertainment.
